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Applicant's election of Group II, claims 23-26 In Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23 - 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Stephens 
(US Patent No. 6,176,314 B1). 

Stephens teaches a method of cementing a well comprising using hydraulic 
cement as well as ground rubber and an extender selected from materials such as 
diatomite, ceramic beads, and silica spheres which are known in the art to have a 
higher density than cement or hydraulic binder. This is especially true for ceramic 
beads. These extender particles read upon "dense particles" of applicants' claims. 
Also, Stephens may not teach the exact particle size but it would have been understood 
by one of ordinary skill in the art that a material that is ground certainly can include 
particle sizes smaller than 600 microns. Thus, the applicants' invention would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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Claims 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to 
set forth the subject matter which appllcant(s) regard as their invention. 

The term "low" compressibility is a relative and indefinite term in claims 23 and 
26. What is the range of compressibility that applicants consider low? 

Claims 23 and 26 are indefinite because applicants do not particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the specific dense particles of their invention. Does this include only 
hematite (le iron oxide particles)? 

The Markush group "selected from the group consisting of rubber and flexible 
materials" would appear indefinite because mbber is a flexible material. This is shown in 
claims 23 and 26. 

Claims 23-26 are rejected under the first paragraph of 35 USC 1 12 as the 
applicants' specification would not appear commensurate with their enabling disclosure. 

The applicants' specification would appear to require that the dense material be 
hematite because applicants provide no other materials that could qualify as the 
"dense" material.
